written for the benefit of the Colony, instead 
of they Model Settlement. The subject on 
which it discourses is “Mischiof Makers ;” 
“and if ever there was a place with an un- 
enviable notoriety in this reapect that place 
is Hongkong. No doubt the kind of tittle- 
tattle that, goea on here is very similar to 
what is to be found ia‘ all smail towns ; but 
. there are few places where scandal is of so 
virulent and undigcriminating a nature, 
Tiardly any one is free from the unfair and 
withering offect of those mysterious whispers 
which haye sv grea & charm ‘for the ‘idle 
and curious. Stories pass every day from 


mouth to mouth about almost everybody 10 


the Colony, which are ‘often completély 
unfounded, Wut which work infinite mis- 
chief, not so much in the way pointe to 
by our contemporary, thet is by the stories 
being repeated to the person concerned, as 
because the only person, who, as’ a, rule, 
‘docs not lear of them, is the one con- 
carning whom they nre set on foot, The 
worst of it is, that thoso who tako part in this 
very undesirable practice are not, ordivarily 
actuated by any wrongful motive. They 
give currency to the reports werely for the 
pleasure of having something new to com. 
municate, aud without giving any special 
cousideration as to whether what they aay is 
true or false, harmless or injurious In 
ninety-nine cases out of ahundred the people 
who tell spicy stories about their acighboura 
could nob bring one Little of evidenev im sup- 
port of what they say. They have heard it 
_ from somebody else, who heard it from good- 
ness knows whom; but beyond this, their 
Knowledge does not extend. Tho mischiel, 
however, is, that a story set going in 
asmall place soon becomes so much spoken of 
that before very long a man who bas heard -it 
from fne qiaxter mentions it te 2 man who 
has Weard it frdém another, and each considers 
the correctness of his former information to 
be thereby confirmed, Everybody in Hong- 
kong is familiar enough with scandal of 
thia nature; and sufficient harin is uns; 
doubtedly done by it.) But there is anotber 
speclea of slandering which is occasioually 
resorted to, though to ‘the credit of Hong- 
kong itis fair to say that it is not in- 
dulged in very frequently. At timea, there 
~ are people unprincipled enough to sot on 
foot false reports with the deliberate object 
of injuring the reputation of some individual 
agdinst whom.they have a grudge. We 
could give instances, whore: stories of this 
kind have been told with the wost circum- 
stantial details, and whieh after having been 
fully believed in by the-large massof resi- 
dents, have proved upon further informa- 


tion to have no foundation whatever. Tho- 


slightest enquiry would in all likelihood 
-°“have shown their true nature at ouce, but.10 
trouble has been taken, and the scandal has 
been propagated widely enough in all likeli- 
hood to serve its end, even though it may 

- ultimately bo. proved to be untrue.. It -is, 
however, comparatively rare forfalse reportsto 

be scton foot intentionally. “The greater part 

of the scandal in Hongkong originates simply 


from the want of something more iiaportant 
ta wecupy people’s thoughts andfleisure; bat 


there ia no valid excuso for the careless 
- manner in which gossip is habitually repeat- 
ed, Ina little place everybody becomes to 
acerfain extent noted; and it is an easy 


matter to give almost.as much publicity toa 


stulement concerning any individual by 


-merely repeating it two or three times, as if 
if were iuserted in a public paper. With the 
knowledge of thix fact, people ought -to 
be very .careful’ how they repeat idle 

> rumours. “Ono admirable ‘test of the nature 
” of the larger proportion of gossip of thia kind’ 
is'the anxicty with which each person who 
gives it utterenco disvards any responsi- 
bility with regard te it: “Don’t say I eaid 
so, but I hear thet euch and auch is the]
